1. Reference ±3 made to our conversation of 28 June 1954. which 
included a discussion of U.K. and U.S. negotiations fo 



sted information regarding the latest stage of U.S.- 
including some details on the actions taleen or 
considered by the U.S. on the matter of quid pro quo . 

2. Site surveys have been completed and the details of U.S. require- 
ments, based in part on the surveys, have been submitted in suitable fora* 
These requirements were incorporated in a classified Annex to an unclassi- 
fied military base rights agreement. On 23 June 1954, the agreement was 
signed by both parties. 

3* The specific intentions regarding quid pro quo were not 

indicated in-uiiw-rresot iations , and have not yet been determined by any 
other means; they may become evident before completion of projected 
installations. USCIB has deci ded on t he limits of inform ation and materi al 
which may be made available to I I as quid pro quo for I I 

rights. Those limits, in order of desirability, are briefly described 
below: 

a. If possible, nothing will be given. 

b. If necessary, monetary reimbursement. 

c. If necessary, money andi communications equipment.

4* When USC IB decided on the limits mentioned above, it was with the 
understanding that the nature of the problem is such as to require prior con- 
sideration by cognizant U.S. authorities in advance of any specific commitment . 
USCIB provided at the same time that: 

a* The quid pro quo should be held to the minimum consistent with 
securing the base rights; the release of raw traffic should be proposed r v.!~ 
if base rights can b e secured in no other way. All possible assurance': s' -n uld 
be obtained from tha l l anthori.ti.es that they will safeguard all materials 

received, will not make them available to any other power, and will conceal 
the existence of the agreement with the U.S.

informal and conditional along the lines indicated above since frequent tours 
authorized under broad authority could destroy the effectiveness of tho units.
